"How 
soon do you expect to get to 


Bucharest?" the German general was 
asked. 


"We want Bucharest.' he respond- 


ed immediately. "Every time we take 
charge of a city we have to feed the 
population. We are not bothered by 
that question. \\> are soldiers. Our 
task is to destroy 
the 
Roumanian 


ariu.v and that we are doing as best 
we ran." 


"May I nsk another question, excel 


lency?" I ventured. 


The general's brows moved up and 


down and his eyes looked out sharp 
ly as only von Falkenhayn's eye* -ran 
do. He nodded assent." ' 


"When will the Roumanian army 


be destroyed?"' I asked. 


An officer standing nearby smiled. 


Rut.Falkenhayn-looked sttaight-at-his 
questioner, as" be replied:

"Rain or show, a railway accident, 


or almost anything can dc-stroy the 
best made plans. I have been in this 
war two and a bait years and can 
say the only certain thing about it is 


uncertainty. 
I am only certain of 


one thing and that is, that we will 
win." 


Seated across from his excellency 


was his chief of staff. Turning next 
to him for comment on the Rouman 
ian operation* about Craoiva, he re- 
sponded : 


"In the warfare here the cavalry 


goes forward like a snake over new 
ierritory with its ftings out and wav- 
ing in the air. When those fangs en- 
counter an obstacle they are draws, 
into the snake's mouth. Then after 
a while the fangs reappear and the 
snake continues." 


Officers declare It will be interest-

But the certi- 
ficate is merely a prima- facie evi- 
dence of the election. And when the 
election 1s known to everyone and is 
unquestionable, and when it is shown 
by the official reports of the county 
canvassers on file in the office of the 
secretary of state, the certificate 'be- 
comes non-essential. The judges are 
bound to -know what is 
generally 


known within their jurUUfction. Of
